A RESURRECTED INDIAN. 


Died Apparently and Was Buried. 
Then Camie to Life, but Was 
Exiled. 


John Stink, the Osage Indian outcast 
who was supposed to have died many 
years ago and came to life again, was 
photographed the other day for the 
first time. Many attempts have been 
made to get a good picture of this 
strange old Indian, and the one ob- 
tained was secured after considerable 
difficulty. The official interpreter at 
Pawhuska told the old man that ar- 
rangements were well under way to 
have the tribe to take him back into 
full fellowship, and that he would take 
him to the last pow-wow to be held in 
Collinsville during the week beginning 
October 14. 

When John was apprised of this good 
news he to sit for his photo- 
graph. He said his people had always 
believed him to be the evil spirit of 
himself, and that his death more than 
twenty-five years ago was not death, 
but a trance. The old outcast talked 
freely about the strange case and ex- 
pressed a willingness to meet old Ge- 
ronimo, Quanah Parker, Lone Wolf 
and other noted chieftains at Collins- 


wille this month. 


The story of John Stink is probably 
the most romantic that has ever been 
told. He died and was buried, and in 
three days came to life.

HAVE JEWELRY WEIGHED. 


Then You Know How Much the 
Gold and Workmanship Cost < 
You. 

“When you ere going to make a pur- 
chase of an article of jewelry made en- 
tirely of gold,” says a loca! jeweler, 
“always have it weighed, and you .can 
get a pretty good idea of what it ought 
to cost. “Pure gold is forth $20.67 an 
ounce, or, roughly speaking, about $1 
a pennyweight. Of course, there is 
no pure gold in jewelry; itis always 
alloyed, in order to better adapt it to 
the jeweler’s purpose. but in general 
you can get pretty close to the gold 
value by allowing $1 a pennyweight. 
Now, suppose you are looking 4 a chain, 
the price of which is $20. The jeweler 
weighs it for you and finds the weight 
to be ten pennyweight. Then you 
know that you are paying $10 for the 
gold and $10 for the work that has been 
done on it. If the links are plain,

WOMAN'S DEVOTION. 


‘L‘JORGIVES MAN 
WHO SHOT HER. 


WIFE SEEKS TO SHIELD HER 
WOULD-BE MURDERER. 


Forgetting His Brutal Treatment, 
Mrs. Jefferson Larkin Rushes to Aid 
of Her Wounded Husband—Her 
Son, Who Saved Her Life, Declares 
He Will Prosecute His Father. 


Although beaten and abused by her 
husband and finally shot by him, Mrs. 
Jefferson Larkin yesterday dragged 
herself from bed and hastened to the 
bedside of her wounded husband at 
the California Hospital and there fell 
weeping into his arms. 

The woman's devotion to the man 
is almost beyond belief. Larkin is a 
race-track follower and a remittance 
man. Thuraday afternoon he returned 
from San Francisco, where he. had 
spent the past four months, and pro- 
ceeded 1:0 get drunk. Some one told 
him that his wife had been untrue 
to him. Crazed with drink, he went 
to a pawnshop on First street, bought 
a cheap revolver and loading it ‘stag- 
gered to his home at No. 417 Colyton 
street. 

He accused his wife of every vile 
thing he could lay his tongue to, 
Later in the evening, when put oh an 
operating table, he repeated those ac- 
cusations until the influence of the 
aheastnetic quieted him. 

In his mad fury he first struck the 
woman with his fists and then shvt 
her. The bullet struck her a glancin 
blow in the side of the head an 
passed out in the back of the neck 
without causing anything more serious 
than a flesh wound. 

John Larkin, the sixteen-year-old 
son of the crazed man, saw the shot 
fired. He carried his little sister into 


an adjoining room and rushed to the) 


combat with a baseball bat. Two shots 
had gone wild. As the man attempted 
to fire the fourth shot, the boy struck 
him a blow in the chest, breaking his 
right collar bone. The boy had been 
the sole provider for the little fam- 
ily for the past eight months and he 
was stung and maddened to fury by 
the action of his father. Larkin at- 
tempted to fire at the boy, but he 
had a wild cat to deal with. Circling 
about his father, Jota Larkin 
thumped him in the ribs and across 
the back with the baseball bat. The 
rain of blows on his head and shoul- 
ders drove the infuriated man from 
the side of his wife. As he tried to 
get out of the house, the boy deliv- 
ered a stunning blow on the back 
of his father’s head. 

Larkin shot himself twice. One but- 
let went through his side, causi a 
flesh wound. The other splinter a 
rib over his heart and ranged out 
through his back. At the Receiving 
Hospital a laparotomy operation was 
performed by Surgeons Quint, Garrett 
and Bonynge. The operation, a most 
delicate and dangerous one, probably 
will prove successful. 

Yesterday morning while Larkin was 
resting at the California Hospital, Mrs. 
Larkin, her head swathed in bandages, 
staggered into the place and, after 
kissing her husband affectionately, told 
him she forgave him and that as soon 
as he recovered he could return home. 
Larkin wept a littie and, after kiss- 
ing each other and vowing eternal love 
and affection, the couple rtea. 

‘In strange contrast to the scene at 
the hospital was the scene at the 
Police Station, occurring almost at 
the same hour.

tional Taxation Act Passed by 
Kentucky Legislature. 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

FRANKFORT (Ky.) Nov. 22.—The 
Court of Appeals today affirmed the 
consolidated tax cases of H. W. Hager, 
Auditor of State, va the First Na- 
tional Bank of Lexington. 

The action involved the taxation of 
every national bank in the State. The 
court uphoids the constitutionality of 
the act of 1906 requiring the assess- 
ment for taxation of par value of the 


capital stocks, surplus and undivided | 


profits of national banks, and that the 
moneys converted into government 
bonds is not exempt.
